It was made public today fol- 
lowing a demand by Senator Mc- 
Carthy (Rep.), Wisconsin, who 
has charged Lattimore with being 
a “Soviet agent” and the “archi- 
tect” of American Far East policy. 
The State Department declined 
to make the Lattimore recom-| 
mendations public, saying they | 
were “solicited in confidence.” 
But Lattimore gave out the mate- 
rial himself. 

In another development several 
hours earlier, President Truman 
in a letter from Key West, Fla., 
formally notified Senate investi- 
gators that he has ordered fed- 
eral officials to ignore subpenas 
asking them to release loyalty 
files of accused State Departmen 
employes. ; 

Lattimore Recommendations. 


Lattimore’s memoranda includ- 
ed the advice that the United 
States should abandon further 
support of Chiang Kai-shek, avoid 
trying to bring trade pressure on 
Gommunist China, and withdraw 
as soon as possible from “en- 
tanglements” in South Korea.

Reports ‘Real’ Story. 

Reporting what it calls the 
“real story” behind the welter of 
reports about such flying ma- 
chines, the magazine says “engi- 
neers competent to appraise re- 
ports of reliable observers” have 
reached these conclusions: 

“Flying saucers, seen by hun- 
dreds of competent observers over 
most parts of the United States 
are accepted as real. Evidence is 
that they are aircraft of a revolu- 
tionary type, a combination of 
helicopter and fast jet plane. 

“They conform to well-known 
principles of aerodynamics. 

“An early model of these -au- 
cers was built by United States 
engineers in 1942, achieved more 
than 100 successful test flights. 
That project was taken over by 
the Navy in wartime.

Both sides have claimed vic- 
tory, although Hendren, who has 
campaigned actively for the Gov- 
ernor’s bill, said it will run 
behind in St. Louis. He predicted 
the total vote here at 75,000 to 
80,000, with the bill losing in St. 
Louis by 10,000 votes. 

A total of 497,690 votes were 
cast in. Missouri’s last special 
election on Feb. 27, 1945, at 
which the new State Constitution 
was adopted after intense cam- 
paigns. Unfavorable weather that 
day was believed to have held the 
vote down. 

Both sides in the gasoline tax 
increase controversy planned clos- 
ing efforts to win votes in to- 
morrow’s election. Gov. Smith is 
scheduled to make a final appeal 
for his bill in a radio talk at 8:15 
p.m. from Sedalia, over a state 
network of 21 stations. The talk 
will be carried in St. Louis by 
Station KWK. 

The Automobile Club of Mis- 
souri, which has been leading the 
fight against the bill, has sched- 
uled radio spot announcements 
during the day over a number of 
stations throughout the state, 
urging Missourians to vote 
against the Governor’s measure. 

Approval of the gas tax meas- 
ure, which will require only a 
simple majority of the votes cast, 
would increase the total gasoline 
tax bill in St. Louis from 4% to 
6% cents a gallon. 

St. Louis motorists and truck 
operators now pay, in addition to 
the present 2-cents-a-gallon state 
tax, a l-cent city gasoline tax and 
a 1%4-cent federal gasoline tax. 
The city tax will remain in effect 
if the state levy is raised to 4 
cents. 

Last year, total gasoline tax 
collections in the city amounted 
to $6,511,500, representing $1,447,- 
000 in city taxes, $2,170,500 in 
federal taxes and $2,894,000 in 
state taxes. Doubling the state tax 
would add another $2,894,000 to 
gasoline costs here. 

Effective Date of Tax Rise. 

Under an Attorney General’s 
ruling, the increased state tax 
would become effective immedi- 
ately upon approval by the voters,

lon levy would begin Wednesday. 
Defeat of the bill means the 
state levy will remain at two 
cents.

“We regret that it has not yet 
proved possible for all the peo- 
ples of Europe to shake off the 
shackles of bitterness and vio- 
lence and to join hands in the 
creation of a better world,” he 
added. 

Recalling the efforts to get all 
of Europe behind the Marshall 
plan, Acheson said: 

“We were rebuffed by a small 
group of men who stood to profit 
from Europe’s misery and who 
have never viewed the United 
States with anything but envy and 
hostility. More important, the 
principle of international co-opera- 
tion was scorned. As a result of 
an arbitrary. and selfish attitude 
on the part of some, the program 
was limited to that half of Europe 
where men were at liberty to 
choose the path of co-operation.” 

When the Marshall plan began, 
Atheson égaid, the Communists 
filled the air with propaganda 
asserting that ECA would end 
with United States domination of 
Western Europe. The result of the | 
program to date, he said has 
shown “how dishonest and -insub- 
stantial this propaganda was.” 

“No country has lost anything 
but poverty; no country has gained 
domination, but all have gained 
in self respect and have won a 
new confidence and a strength- 
ened independence,” Acheson said. 

“Meanwhile, thea peoples of 
Eastern ‘Europe and China have 
learned that there is indeed a 
part of the world where the har- 
vest of collaboration is a bitter 
fruit.” 

President Truman in a telegram 
to ECA Administrator Paul G. 
Hoffman, said the Marshall plan 
has helped avert “the threat of 
Communist aggression in Europe, 
“and is promoting world stability. 
Hoffman read the message sent 
from Key West, Fla., to 1200 per- 
sons attending the meeting. 

“Under your able leadership,” 
Truman telegraphed, ‘“‘the threat 
of Communist aggression has 
been averted in many countries 
and great strides have been made 
toward those conditions of world 
stability and progress which are 
necessary if we are to achieve a 
peaceful asd prosperous world.” 

Text of Address. 

The text of Marshall’s speech 
follows: 

“I am very glad to participate 
in this gathering today because it 
celebrates a momentous occasion, 
the half-way point of the ECA. I 
neevr consider the European Re- 
never consider the European Re- 
turing in my mind the tragic 
state of Western Europe in the 
late. spring of 1947. The situa- 
tion appeared almost hopeless, 
and every plan we made seemed 
to be thwarted in advance by a 
vicious circle of conditions which 
were the product of war. 

“Fravkly, in those days, I 
shought of the rehabilitation pf 
Surope more in terms of mate- 
rial reconstruction — harbors, 
buildings, communications and 
similar matters. But slowly I 
learned that the most serious 
phase of rehabilitation was re- 
lated to other considerations— 
political, moral, spiritual. These 
were less tangible, but far more 
difficult to deal with. Not only 
had the trade and business rela- 
tions of hundreds of years been 
completely obliterated, but with 
them had gone the faith and con- 
fidence in many of the key insti- 
tutions of modern civilization. It 
was the rehabilitation of these 
that was by far the most diffjcult 
task, and one in which we are 
still engaged. It is in the meet- 
ing of these problems that I feel 
the European Recovery Program 
is making its greatest contribu- 
tion to the world. 

“The debates on the question of 
continuing the program, it seems

calculations and appropriations. 

“The opposition has not been 
confined to strikes and purely po- 
litical «manifestations. It has fol- 
lowed through in every corceiv- 
able manner, even to the point 
where I found myself within an 
hour of the event publicly ac- 
cused over the radio of being the 
major planner in the assassina- 
tion of an important and popular 
publie figure in Bogota. 


“But despite these determined 
efforts to prevent the rehabilita- 
tion of Western Europe on a basis 
which would permit a healthy re- 
vial of democratic processes, the 
plan has succeeded, thanks to the 
financial indorsement of our Con- 
gress, the leadership of the Presi- 
dent and the Secretary of States, 
Mr. Acheson, and the splendid 
work of you people of ECA here 
and abroad. 

“But your job is only half 
done.” I must emphasize the tre- 
mendous importance of carrying 
through on the scale planned. We 
must avoid proposals to emascu- 
late and reduce ECA to a mere 
relief affair. At the same time, it 
seems clear to me that we can- 
not continue this sort of extra- 
ordinary aid indefinitely; there- 
fore the termination date of June 
30, 1952 should be adhered to. I 
feel that if this date is settled 
and clear, it will spur the work 
of the European leaders and peo- 
ple to accomplish the extremely 
difficult task ahead of lifting 
themselves above the need for 
our financial assistance. There 
will always be in this generation 
of men a need for our moral and 
spiritual backing. 

“To those who assert that our 
targets cannot be reached within 
the short span of two more years, 
I would say that perfection of ac- 


expected. But we have seen a 
close approach to that perfection 
in these past two years. 

Miracle of Co-operation. 

“It is true that for Western 
Europe to get its economic house 
in such order that it can survive 
and prosper in this competitive 
modern world requires a tremen- 
dous final effort over the next 
two years.‘ The erasing of old 
trade barriers and the construc- 
tion of new channels, such as a 
clearing union for Europe’s varied 
moneys, may require a miracle of 
co-operation. 

“But, looking again at the con- 
ditions prevalent in the spring of 
1947, and again considering the 
situation at this moment, I can 
only feel that one near miracle 
has been accomplished. We must 
work for, and expect, another 
miracle. 

“Let me sum it up: We are 
engaged in a perilous struggle 
with an implacable foe; we must 
carry this battle to the finish; we 
must avoid the temptation to im- 
peril the whole investment—and 
it is just that, an investment in 
saving all those previous articles 
of faith and ways of life we call 
democracy. It is an investment 
in preserving the freedoms of 
men in a clean and decent world. 

“Let us go forward, then, to 
victory.” 


Adenauer indicated his belief 
that the North Atlantic pact 
alone cannot save Europe, and re- 
peated the warning that Henri 
Queuille, then Premier of France, 
made to me a year ago, that the 
occupation and destruction again 
of Europe cannot be envisaged on 
the theory that thereafter the 
United States Air Force would 
destroy Russia. Adenauer said 
that former German generals 
doubted whether that Air Force 
could contain Russia within its 
present limits. 


“The European countries as the 
result of centuries of disputes 
have not reached a common solu- 
tion to their difficulties,” 
Adenauer began. “Thus for ex- 
ample Britain does not realize 
that her future stands and falls 
with the future of Europe. Like- 


complishment cannot always be 


wise the big and small European 
states will not recognize that the 
United States cannot and will not 
always help them. They must 
realize that their salvation lies 
in their own union and nowhere 
else. 

“Little do people realize that 
Europe’s preservation is in the 
interests of the whole world. The 
United States does not fully 
realize that it profits from the 
intellectual, moral and spiritual 
preservation of Europe, and that 
for America’s own intellectual 
progress. 

“Strong Europe Necessary.” 


“I don’t mind saying that 
America should use its power far 
more with the Europeans who are 
resisting their own unification. 
America should literally insist 
that Europe provide for her own 
protection and well-being. This 
has not been done so far. 

“TI view the future with extreme 
seriousness. America’s main pur- 
pose should be to make a power 
out of western Europe once more. 
Europe as a power certainly will 
not be a danger to Russia, and 
Russia 4vould have no reason to 
feel herself threatened. On the 
contrary, a strong and powerful 
Europe is necessary for world 
peace. It will also permit the 
United States to withdraw from 
Europe and at jong last let her 
devote her energies to other tasks 
again, especially the great prob- 
lem of aiding the Far East. No 
lasting peace can be created by 
an understanding between Russia 
and the United States unless a 
strong and united Europe is a 
reality,

The recent letter, “Levelling,” on per- 
sonality loss through social “equality,” 
struck me as misleading.

influence for city housing as a whole, 
then the Federal Government and St. 
Louis would not have to institute the 
“equalizing” practice of “levelling” 
through higher taxation to clear and 
rebuild these blighted areas. 

All of St. Louis loses some of its cre- 
ativeness, its ability to rise up the so- 
cial ladder—progress—when conditions 
of social decay exist in its very heart. 
This blight leaves a large group of peo- 
ple in an uwun-self-sustainable state of 
uselessness. 4

Individuality will survive only when all 
rungs of our social ladder are sustained 
and sustaining.

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Revolution on the Diamond 

Baseball uniforms have always been a mystery 
to the grandstand philosopher. Why, on a 
scorchingly hot day in July or August, should 
men who are engaged in strenuous exercise 
be swathed head to foot in flannel and wool? 

Manager Fred Haney of the Hollywood Stars, 
an old baseball hand, has finally broken with 
the tradition of discomfort. He has substituted 
shorts for the customary baseball pants. The 
bare knees are said*to be no handicap to a man 
sliding into second. And nobody seems worried 
that the exposing‘ of these joints will make it 
easier for an umpire to decide whether a low 
pitch really was a strike or a ball. In fact, the 
players say that they like the new outfits. But 
we are making no bets that this revolution will 
sweep the diamonds of the nation. 

It really is a revolution in baseball. This is 
our most conservative sport. In basketball, which 
probably now holds the No. 1 spot in mass ap- 
peal, the rules are changed from season to sea- 
son with the utmost abandon. Even football 
changes the position of its goal-posts and comes 
up with such innovations as the platoon system. 
But baseball rules and strategy are as conven- 
tionalized as those of chess. On the whole, even 
old Uncle Wilbur Robinson’s Brooklyn zanies 
lived up to them. So, the Hollywood uniforms 
may well be dismissed as bush-league nonsense. 
Yet there is an outside chance that comfort may 


_ have its innings even on the diamond. 
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Sheriff Harrell Makes a Raid 


Sheriff Harrell of Madison county raided Col- 


_linsville’s big-time bingo game the other night, 


sent the customers from St. Louis and elsewhere 
home with refunds and arrested the proprietor. 
Since this one commercially operated gambling 
racket has been going on week after week for 
many months, it could hardly be true that word 
of its operation had just penetrated the 10 miles 
or so to.the courthouse at Edwardsville. 

Something other than fresh discovery must 
account for the raid. Whatever the motivation 
may be—and many Madison county residents 
will hope it is a belated determination to rid 
their county of commercialized gambling and 
its attendant evils—Sheriff Harrell has demon- 
strated that he can and will make a raid in a 
community whose local officials wink at law 
violations. 

The common excuse of Sheriffs that they have 
no jurisdiction in municipalities has long been 
‘a dodge to escape responsibility for law enforce- 
ment. Sheriff Harrell’s raid in Collinsville 
proves it. 
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_ Censorship That Hampers? 
.» There can be little question that an over- 
attachment to secrecy has hampered develop- 
ment of atomic energy. Is censorship of an ar- 
ticle in the current issue of the magazine, Sci- 
entific American, more of the same thing? 

At the request of the Atomic Energy Commis- 
sion, the magazine stopped its presses, burned 
3000 copies already in print, and deleted parts 

of an article on the hydrogen bomb by Dr. Hans 
Bethe, Cornell University physicist, former the- 
oretical physics chief at Los Alamos and one 
of the nation’s principal authorities on the sub- 
ject. , 

Portions deleted, the magazine announced, in- 
cluded statements already widely quoted in the 
press and some made in a public speech by 
Robert Bacher, a former member of the com- 
mission. Yet Dr. Bethe was not permitted to 
say them, apparently solely because of.a new 
rule imposing much stricter censorship on per- 
sons connected with the AEC. It was not a 
question of the secrecy of what was being said— 
it was not secret, according to the magazifie— 
but of who was saying it. The AEC has made 
no statement about the incident. 

Pushing the quest for atomic information se- 
curity to these extremes makes scientists loath 
to have any part of atomic energy research. It 
prevents them from exchanging the ideas and 
information which make it possible for them to 
learn more. 

It prevents experts from saying, magazines 
and newspapers from recording, and the public 
from having free access to the non-secret in- 
formation it needs in order to give necessary 
support and encouragement to development of 
atomic energy. , 

Indeed, absolute security of information well 
may be a will-o’-the-wisp which can be obtained, 
in the words of Chicago University’s: Harold C. 
Urey, only by doing no research at all. The 
recent Fuchs case suggests this may be so. 

Maintaining secrecy of essential information 
is certainly a desirable and necessary goal, but 
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the attempt to achieve it should not be allowed 


to interfere with progress. Again quoting Dr. 
Urey, “One has to make a compromise which 
disadvantage.” 


What sort of compromise,is achieved when - 


censorship heavy-handedly draws a veil over the 
whole field of atomie energy development, the 
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public as well as the secret portions? That kind- 


of censorship provides minimum benefit and 


‘maximum disadvantage. . s

Important as the preceding subjects are— 
housing, traffic, area-wide dévelopment and 
so on—none is more vital than the character of 
the public schools. For while a successful} well- 
supported public school system does not guaran- 
tee every other community virtue, it is a big 
help in all directions. Certainly a poor public 
school system is bound to reflect itself in every 
aspect of a city’s life. - 

St. Louis has a lustrous role in the develop- 
ment of the nation’s public school system. Susan 
Blow taught the first public school kindergarten 


‘ here. Calvin Milton Wéodward developed the 


first public manual training school—a school 
which had ifs classes for girls as wel: as boys. 
The annual reports of William Torrey Warris, in 
the years of his superintendency, were widely 
studied by school administrators over the coun- 
try. What Harris developed here many com- 
munities applied in later years. , 

But no community can live on its past in pub- 
lic education any more than in other significant 
respects. School buildings become outmoded. 
Facilities drop below par. Salaries fall under 
the average for work less important and teach- 
ers and administrators turn to better-paying 
employment. Questions come up about new serv- 
ices such as public nursery schools and a four- 
year municipal college. 

Fortunately the St. Louis public school sys- 
tem now has a new Advisory Committee of 98 
citizens. These citizens are seeking possible- 
economies. They should also make recommen- 
dations for improving the school system. The 
needs stand out sharply before them. Not to 
meet these needs would be to side with decay. 
We do not believe for.a minute that St. Louis 
will be content to shut that door on its progress. 
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The G.O.P.’s conservative National Committee 
is stepping up its search for an astute press 
agent. Anyone well versed in pulling elephants 
and votes out of a top hat will please step 
forward. 
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A New Note in Greece 

The United States Ambassador in Athens, 
Henry Grady, has told the new Greek Govern- 
ment of Premier Venizelos that it had better win 
public confidence if it expects continued Ameri- 
can aid. This may be something of a disappoint- 
ment to those who read the recent Greek 
election results as a turning away from reaction. 


The fact is that Venizelos—with only 57 of 
his party membefs in the 250-seat parliament— 
is depending for support of the-old royalist, 
rightist group which has been running Greek af- 
fairs so long, rather than on the more pro- 
gressive elements led by Gen. Nicholas Plastiras. 
Venizelos wears the Liberal label, but he has 
little of his father’s spirit. Otherwise he would 
not have lent himself to a maneuver which 
prevents the:formation of a more middle-of-the- 
road regime. But he is responding to American 
pressure. 

The welcome development is that Mr. Grady 
has spoken out so clearly. In the past, it has 
been saddening to see American representatives 
in Greece go along so completely with the es- 
tablished anti-democratic order. Our Greek aid 
program is an essential part of the plan to con- 
tain Russian totalitarianism. But so long as it 
does not serve to promote democracy in Greece, 
it cannot achieve maximum effectiveness. The 
United States cannot hope to fully win the 
Greek people’s support so long as it goes along 
with a hard-hearted, self-seeking regime. 

Mr. Grady’s blunt notice to Premier Venizelos 
may well be the first sign of a stiffened deter- 
mination to make American actions mesh more 
closely with American ideals. 
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Further proof that the world is not ordered: 
as well as it might be: Jobs are increasing just 
at the start of the spring fever season. 
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Faults of Over-Specialization 

The over-specialized specialist has often been 
deplored as bad for science. Prof. Stuart A. 
Queen, head of the sociology department at 
Washington University, deplores him as bad for 
the community and even for himself.° The over- 
specialist lacks interest in civic affairs although 
as an educated man he, should be one of the 
leaders, Prof. Queen says. Often he is an abso- 
lute failure when he ventures outside his field, 
declares the sociologist. 

The over-specialist is also a gullible citizen 
and apt therefore to be a dangerous one, ac- 
cording to Philipp Frank, the Harvard physicist. 
Prof. Frank is.a member of the Conference on 


. Science, Philosophy and Religion, which aims to 


establish “a common understanding of democrat- 
ic principles” to offset totalitarian propaganda. 
In his recent book, “Relativity—a Higher Truth,” 
which shows how narrowness and dogmatism may 
delude one into totalitarian paths, he writes: 
Our educational system frequently has 
produced the student of science who becomes 
an “expert” in a narrow field and remains 
completely ignorant of all other domains of 
life. He becomes one of the easiest victims 
of an imposter. Since in a democracy legis- 
lation and administration are ‘based upon 
the judgment of the citizens, this type of 
specialist should nef be encouraged. 

In students of engineering, for example, Prof. 
Frank says he has encountered “the most un- 
critical of all the adherents of totalitarianism.” 
To integrate the specialties of knowledge should 
be, he asserts, the underlying aim of democratic 
education. The counsels of Stuart Queen and 
Philipp Frank suggest that specialization, while 
necessary and valuable, should be accompanied

The President has made Senator Don- 
nell’s defeat his personal business. And 
in so doing, he has set the stage for an- 
other political fiasco like the one which 
resulted four years 
ago from his inter- 
vention in the fight 
against former Rep- 
resentative Roger 
Slaughter. 


Mr. Truman has 
decided that the 
Democratic candi- 
date against Senator 
Donnell in Novem- 
ber shall-be Emery 
W. Allison, president 
pro tem of the Mis- 
souri State Senate. 
Even though Senator 
Allison probably 
would be a rubber 
stamp for the Administration, his 18-year 
record in the State Legislature makes him 
utterly unacceptable to liberal and pro- 
gressive elements. 

Moreover, a good many practical politi- 
cians are anything but eager to have Alli- 
son’s name on either the primary or the 
general-election ballot. Several of them say 
that the President promised he would 
take no hand in the‘contest. Now they 
talk of a double-cross. 


Former Representative Tom Hennings 
and Franklin E. Reagan, both of St. Louis, 


Emery Allison 


‘have filed for the Democratic senatorial 


nomination, and so far they have refused 
to withdraw. So Mr. Truman is not like- 
ly to ety his way without something of 


a fight. 

The President reached his decision in a 
closed conference with Gov. Forrest Smith 
during the Christmas holidays. Mr. Tru- 
man made his public announcement short- 
ly thereafter, but the Governor has not 
yet spoken out and the President is said 
to be rather annoyed by this silence. 

The reason for it, however, is that the 
Governor is trying to win a strongly op- 
posed gasoline-tax increase in a referen- 
dum and dares not offend a single voter. 
He is expected to work vigorously in Alli- 
son’s behalf immediately after the referen-. 
dum. Meanwhile, his chief political lieu- 
tenant, John H. Hendren, chairman of the 
Democratic state committee, is hard at 
work lining up support for Allison. 


Beyond the fact that Senator Allison is 
a firm believer in strict party regularity, 
an attitude highly regarded by Mr. Tru- 
man, it is hard to say why the President 
decided that this man is strong enough to 
defeat so formidable a campaigner as Sen- 
ator Donnell. Allison is not widely known 
in Missouri. He -<tarted as a school teach- 
er in a rugged section of the Ozark hill 
country, then settled down as a lawyer 
in Rolla, a small city about 65 miles from 
Jefferson City, the state capital. In all 
his years in the Legislature, he has not 
given his name to a single major bill. 

He is a speaker of the Jim Reed school, 
with a flair for rather fulsome invective, 
but he has not been one’ of the Legisla- 
ture’s great debaters. He is, instead, a 


smart parliamentary tactician. He knows 


how to bottle up a bill in committee, how 
to choke off a vote by a motion to adjourn. 


Senator Allison has effectively used this 
ability to keep Negroes out of the Uni- 
versity of Missouri, on behalf of exorbi- 
tant small-loan rates, in schemes to put 
state-road funds in the hands of country 
politicians instead of the non-political 
Highway Commission, and in an effort to 
scrap Missouri’s model non-partisan court 
plan. These are just a few of the posi- 
tions by which his record may be tested. 


Perhaps even more damaging to Senator 
Allison’s vote-getting prospects, if he is 
nominated, may be his part in the at- 
tempted governorship steal of 1941. For 
a long time, the “big steal” attempt hung 
around Democratic necks like an albatross. 
The Republicans won Missouri's two seats 
in the Senate. They captured. the Legis- 
lature. Even popular Mayor Dickmann of 
St. Louis was defeated. 


Slowly, the Democrats have been moving 
along the way back. They are approach- 
ing one of their most important milestones 
in the campaign against Senator Donnell. 


Whatever Missourians may think of his 
policies, they do respect Senator Donnell 
as a man of honor and integrity. He is 
an amazingly successful campaigner, a city 
man who gathers rural votes like a roll- 
ing snowball—often by making speeches in 
praise of: his. opponent. 


To beat this man, the Democrats need 
the very best candidate they can find. Yet

The Master Bird Painter 


AUDUBON'S BIRDS OF AMERICA. (Macmillan, 320 
pgs., $2.95.) 

John James Audubon, probably the 
greatest of American naturalists and cer- 
tainly the greatest of all bird painters, 
spent the major part of his life traveling 
this nation’s frontier country so he could 
paint birds in their native habitats. In 
1838, at a cost of approximately $100,000, 
about 200 copies of his famous work “The 
Birds of America,” containing plates of 435 
different birds, were engraved and printed 
in England. Today one of these elephant 
folios in fine condition is estimated to be 
worth $15,000. These were reproduced by 
the Macmillan Co. in royal octavo size, 
first published in 1937. 

The present work, a handy-sized popular 
edition, is intended ‘to bring a selection of 
288 of Audubon’s paintings within the 
reach of everyone who desires a glimpse 
of the famous ornithologist’s artistry and 
genius. As Ludlow Griscom, chairman of 
the Board of the National Audubon Socie- 

ty, says in the spright- 

ly and highly infor- 

mative introduction:

Mr. Griscom’s introduction is short but 
it is one well worthy of accompanying 
Audubon’s matchless work. His discussion 
of the great problem of conservation of 
wild life and natural resources is concise 
and illuminating. He tells how civilization 
is still draining millions of acres and re- 
ducing the primeval forest, both so essen- 
tial to bird life. 

As for the. plates themselves, they are, 
of course, incomparable. And at this time 
of the year, with the annual migration of 
millions of birds about to begin, they offer 
a ready means of identification. The brief. 
captions are consistent with the compact- 
ness of the book. Scientific names and 
descriptions of eggs, nests and songs also 
are omitted for space reasons. Audubon, 
available for the first time at a price be- 
low that of most novels, is a4 real buy.

PERHAPS IT IS IDLE to speculate on what kind of President 
Herbert Hadley would have made and what would have been the 
effect on the ensuing course of our history. Apart from all the 
personalities involved, however, it is plain that from the turn of 
the century a deep political ferment was at work in the country. 
Somehow or other that ferment demanded an outlet. Theodore 
Roosevelt, of course, sensed it in his trust-busting, his denunciation 
of “the malefactors of great wealth” and his advocacy of progres- 
sive legislation to break the grip of big money on the Government. 

When he took office in 1901, after the assassination of William 
McKinley, the Republicans had been in power since the Civil War, 
except for the two terms of Grover Cleveland. In this long period 
of growth and expansion, corporate power had waxed with little 
or no supervision; huge fortunes were amassed not only by the 
Robber Barons, but by many others; at the other end of the eco- 
nomic scale, vast abuses had developed in cheap wages, child labor 
and sweatshop working conditions.

THEODORE ROOSEVELT, born to wealth and social position 
himself, had the aristocratic creed of “noblesse oblige.” Like his 
distant cousin years later, he felt keenly the injustices that had 
arisen in the social system, and was fully aware that something 
had to be done to curb the financial and political corruption that 
Was so widespread. 

How effective Roosevelt was in the White House from 1901 to 
1909 is still a matter of debate; in any event, he typified a spirit 
of revolt and a desire for reform that was formulated by the schol- 
arly Wilson in the principles of his ““New Freedom.”

A campaign to raise $2,000,000 


| to’ enlarge St. Louis Children’s 


Hospital opened today with a 
“kick-off breakfast” at Hotel Stat- 
ler for community leaders and 
representatives of the 1000 vol- 
unteer workers who will take part 
in the drive. Principal speaker 
at the breakfast was Mayor Jo- 
seph M. Darst who urged public 


co-operation with the drive. 

“St. Louis is proud of Chil- 
dren’s Hospital,” Darst said. “We 
are proud of the world-wide 
recognition it has achieved and 
we are grateful for the care and 
service it has given children in 
this area. I think it is a hospital 
that is unique in the understand- 
ing of the role it must play in 
equality of service to the sick 
child regardless of religion, color 
or ability to pay.” 

Guest of honor at the break- 
fast was Linda Carty, 7-year-old 
daughter of David Carty, super- 
intendent of schools at Millstadt, 
Ill. Linda is a victim of nephri- 
tis and has been a patient at 
the hospital 10 different times 
for a total of more than three 
and one-half years. She has been 
given 100 blood transfusions at 
the hospital and now is virtually 
cured. 

Other speakers at the break- 
fast were the Rev. James W. 
Clarke of Second Presbyterian 
Church; Rabbi Samuel Thurman 
of United Hebrew Temple; Dr. 
Alexis F. Hartmann, physician-in- 
chief at the hospital, and James 
Conzelman, chairman , of the 
special gifts division. 

Warren T. Chandler, chairman 
of the drive, said that funds raised 
in the campaign would be used 
for additional floor space to pro- 
vide beds for an average of 2600 
more child patients at the hos- 
pital each year. The hospital now 
has 125 beds, he said, but the 
staff could care for many more 
children if there were more room. 


SPEAKERS OPPOSE HEALTH 
PLAN AT OPTOMETRIC SESSION 


Opposition to the Administra- 
tion’s proposed national health 
program was expressed today by 
speakers at the three-day conven- 
tion of the Missouri Optometric 
Association which opened yester- 
day at Hotel Statler. 

The organization has taken no 
stand, however, for or against the 
proposals. A spokesman said it 
was unlikely any resolution on 
the subject would be considered

It happens that the Air National 
Guard is a very hot political po- 
tato. Almost no one will talk 
about it. But here are some of 
the facts. ° 

The very able retiring Secre- 
tary of the Army, Gordon Gray, 
was named head of a board to 
study the role of the Air Guard. 
After long and painstaking study 
the board issued in June 1948 a 
report recommending in effect 
that the Air National Guard be 
placed under federal control with 
Air Force standards applied. 

The retiring Secretary of the 
Air Force, W. Stuart Symington, 
approved the Gray Board find- 
ings in his 1948 report. One of 
the ablest men in the Air Force, 
Lt. Gen. Elwood Quesada, was 
assigned to the Air National 
Guard with instructions to see 
that standards were observed. 


Planes From Governors. 


But powerful political pressure 
began to build up to prevent the 
Gray Board recommendation from 
being carried through. This had 
its origin in part in the National 
Guard Association, which jeal- 
ously resents any suggestion of 
federalization whether by the 
Army or the Air Force. 

Another source of opposition 
lay in the privileges and pre- 
rogatives enjoyed by Governors 
of the states and others who have 
access to National Guard planes. 
When ,the issue was put up to 
Johnson shortly after he took 
over as Secretary of Defense, his 
first remark was: 


“But that will mean taking the 
planes away from the Governors.” 

In many states the Governor 
uses a National Guard plane as 
his private plane. Although this 
is contrary to regulation, many 
of these planes have been altered 
for the comfort of the Governor 
and his family. This has its 
hazards, too, since the shift the

Nothing for Defense.

All these names were recorded . 
on forms sent to Washington.

There will be those to Say, 
“Well, doesn’t President Truman 
fly around in his private plane? 
And Louis Johnson? Why 
shouldn’t the Governor of a state? 
The answer may be, “Yes, of 
course.” But the money spent in 
this way contributes nothing to 
national defense. ; 
This may seem comparatively 
minor.- More serious is the ques- 
tion of whether proper standards 
are enforced in the training of 
Air National Guard pilots. I be- 
lieve that an honest investigation 
would show widespread disre- 
gard of the training regulations 
that are strictly enforced in the 
Air Force itself. 


Air Force Surrender? 


In the Air Force, if any pilot 
falsifies a training record, he is 
at once brought before a court 
martial. All indications are that 
there is nothing like this scrup- 
ulousness in the Air National 
Guard. 

On Feb. 23, Assistant Secretary 
of the Air Force Harold C. Stu- 
art in a talk before the Adjutant 
Generals’ Association extended 
what the Air Force Times called 
“an olive tree” to the National 
Guard. His talk was taken as 
equivalent to saying that Wash- 
ington would in the future give 
the states a completely free rein. 
Maj. Gen. Ellard Walsh of Minne- 
sota, president of the National 
Guard Association, chief foe of 
any degree of federalization, in 
effect accepted the Stuart speech 
as a friendly flag of surrender. 

That this waste exists will be 
veheniently denied by proponents 
of the state National Guard con- 
cept. But an objective investiga- 
tion will, I am convinced, show 
that money is being misused 
which is urgently needed for na- 
tional security.

WASHINGTON, April 3 (AP)—Poaching and over-fishing— 
especially in the Florida everglades—are a menace to resources af 


the national parks, Newton B. Drury, director of 


said today. 


Although some of the rare spe- 
cies of wildlife ‘are increasing, 
Drury said in his annual report, 
illegal destruction of wildlife 
“continues to be serious in a num- 
ber of areas.” 

He said poaching has helped re- 
duce the antelope of Wind Cave

sulted in a “marked scarcity of 
goats, deer and hair seals in Gla- 
cier Bay National Monument, 
Alaska, where the service has no 
protective staff.” 

Drury said that over-fishing by 
commercial interests in Florida 
bay—much of which is ultimately 
to become a part of Everglades 
National Park, Fla.—has endan- 
gered the future of both commer- 
cial and sport fishing in that 
area. 

“The food supply of many kinds 
of aquatic birds—ibises, herons, 
roseate spoonbills, eormorants,

trying to figure on what’s going 
to happen to sales, employment, 
and profits, the real question is: 
How long can automobile and 
home-building continue their 
present pace? And if they can’t, 
what then? 

Since the end of the war, auto- 
mobile manufacturers have pro- 
duced about 20,000,000 cars and 
trucks. Nearly half the 43,000,- 
000 vehicles now on the road are 
of postwar vintage. In view of 
that, it takes lots of optimism to 
conclude that auto production in 
the second half of 1950 will be 
up to corresponding period o’ 
1949. 

But home-building still has 
plenty of zip left. The demand 
from newly-married and doubled- 
up couples is still strong. Also, 
upz~’ ding is taking place. People 
are quitting rundown apartments 
and houses for newer dwellings. 
So no major slack in home-build- 
ing seems likely in 1950. 


New Economic Cushion. 


And heavy construction—both 
private and governmental—is still 
at an unsually high level. So far 
this year, according to Engineer- 
ing News-Record, heavy construc- 
tion awards are 39 per cent ahead 
of the corresponding period of 
1949. 


The chief new development 
in the business outlook, it 
seems to me, is a pressure on 
President Truman and Secre- 
tary of National Defense John- 
son for increased defense ex- 
penditures, especially for the 
Air Force. Private Citizen 
Eisenhower’s testimony before 
the Senate Appropriations 
Committee, calling for a half 
a billion déllar boost in the 
military budget, is bound to 
carry a great weight. It’s not 
an unreasonable bet that rising 
expenditures on armament will 
act as a cushion to a drop in 
automobile production. 


There’s still another support 
factor at work. Though many 
companies have completed post- 
war expansion programs, private 
construction contracts so far this 
year, according to Engineering 
News-Record, are 55 per cent 
ahead: of 1949 — that, notwith- 
standing prophecies of big de- 
clines in business expenditures 
on plant and equipment. Appar- 
ently, there’s still a big carry- 
over of repairs and replacement 
from the war and the depression. 
Business is well-heeled with cash, 
is not loath to spend on improve- 
ments,

PRAGUE, April 3 (AP)—Ten 
Roman Catholic clergymen waited 
today to hear their fate as the 
country’s first mass trial of 
churchmen neared a close. 

Of the 10 priests and monks 
on trial, four have pleaded guilty 
to charges of treason, anti-state 
activities and espionage for the 
Vatican.

is likely to be disastrous.” 

Rorty devotes one of his chap-

A. I am indebted to the office 
of the Ambassador of the Domin- 
ion of Canada for the informa- 
tion in this article. 

The exact origin remains in 
doubt, but the name Canada is 
believed to be a word of the 
Huron -Iroquois language mean- 
ing, “a collection of lodges,” 
hence, an Indian village. 

In a narrative describing his 
second voyage to Canada in 1535, 
the French explorer Jacques 
Cartier (zhak kar-TYAY) wrote: 
“Tls appellent une ville — Can- 
ada” they (the Indians) call a 
village “canada.” 

There is an amusing theory, 
now held to be groundless, that 
before Cartier began his voyages 
to the New World, some Spanish 
or Portuguese adventurer, find- 
ing no gold there, vented his 
wrath by shouting at his Indian 
guides: “Aca nada!” (‘nothing 
here!”) pronounced: ah-KAH 
NAH-da.

Playing Canasta to Win 


By Albert H. Morehead 


ECENTLY a player raised a 
threefold. lege] question over 
the following Canasta hand: 
He had dealt and when his first 
turn came the pack consisted of 
7, 5, 7, and‘ his right-hand oppo- 
nent’s discard of a 6. His side had 
been caught on the preceding deal 
so that they had started this one 
with a net minus score; hence 
they required no particular count 
for their initial meld. 


The player then made the fol- 
lowing claims: Since his side re- 
quired no minimum, the pack was 
not frozen; therefore he could 
take it with 2-6. That, even if this 
claim were disallowed,‘ he would 
make the initial meld from his 
hand before drawing, thus un- 
freezing the pack so that he could 
take it with 6-2. In either case, 
he would then be able to meld a 
canasta of sevens (using one 
deuce), plus 6-6-2, and 5-5-5-2, 
discard his 4 and receive the 
bonus for going out concealed. 
How would you have ruled if this 
had happened in your game? 


The player was wrong in his 
first two claims. ‘The pack is 
frozen until a side has made its 
initial meld; the statement that 
with a minus score the minimum 
initial! meld required is “0”— 
which appears in some laws—is 
technically inaccurate but in any 
case does not mean that the ini- 
tial meld is waived entirely and 
that side starts with an unfrozen 
pack. (Actually, the minimum 
initial meld must total 15 points.) 
Secondly: It is never permissible 
to make the minimum wholly 
from your hand before drawing. 
In order to take a frozen pack you 
must always have a natural pair, 
and you cannot unfreeze the pack 
because you cannot meld until 
you have drawn.

Question: I need 120, and the 
upeard is a 10.

Answer: No, unless you were 
able to go out concealed. In that 
case, and only in that case, no 
minimum meld is required. But 
the canasta bonus does not count 
toward achieving the required 
minimum. 

Question: Under what circum- 
stances is there no replacement 
draw for a red three? 

Answer: When the red three is 
the last card of the stack, or if a 
red three is picked up as part of 
the discard pile. 

Question: We understand that 
at the end of the game scores are 
counted to the nearest 100, a 
score of 50 being counted as 100. 
Suppose at the end of a deal one 
side has 4960 points. Counting 
that to the nearest 100 would 
make it 5000. Does that side win 
the game? 

Answer: No. One side must 
achieve an actual 5000 points or 
more before any adjustment to 
the nearest 100 is made:
